and continued in force for the term of five years; 
and the provisions of the above recited act shall 
be, and are hereby c.xtended to those having 
like claims in theStatesof Illinois and .Missouri.

AN ACT to extend for a longer peri'^d tlicsev- 
cral acts now in force for the relief of insol- 
vent debtors of the United States. 

it enacted by the Senate and House of Rrp- 
rcsentaiives of the United States of America in 
Congi'ess assembled^ 'I'hat the act entitled “ An 
act for the relief of certain insolvent debtors of 
the United Slates,” passed on the second day of 
Marcli, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
one, and an act in addition thereto, passed on 
the fourteenth day of July, one lliousand eight 
hundred and thirty-two, and an act to rc\ ise and 
amend the said acts, |>as8cd on the scvciitii day 
of J unc, one thousand cigiit hundred and thirty- 
four, be, and the .same are Jiereby revived, ex- 
tended and continued in force for three years 
from und after the passage oi this act, and until 
the cases then pending sha-1 be determined :or 
the purpose of tinally disposing of such cases, 
but fur no other purpose. 

Sec. 2. i4n</ be it further enacted, 'I liat the 
provisions of the said several acts shall apply to 
cases of insolvency, which shall have occurred 
on or before the passage of this act, or shall oc- 
cur during the said lhr«.e years. 

Sec. 3. be it further enacted, That the 

Serretary of the Treasury shall be authorised to 
cause satisfaction to be cnl- red of record upon 
all judgments against any debtor or debtors who 
may have heretofore been released under llic 
provisions of any of the acts which arc extended, 
continued and revived by this net, or who may 
hereafter be released by ihcsuid acts: Provided, 
*i’hc district judge in the district in which such 
judgments /m record, shall ccrtily that it 
h )s not been dc to appear to the satislaction 
of the said district judge, by evidence submitU-d 
to him by the district attorney of tin? United 
States, that the debtor is possessed of, or ci:ii 
tied to any property which was not dioclosed and 
set forth to the coininisionera of insolvency at 
the time of the <xiin nation of such debtor, un- 
dr his, her, or their petition, to he released 
from his, her, or their indebtedness to ihe United 
States. Every application for such certificate 
shall ho made to a judge at ( humbers, and ten 
days* previous notice shall be given to tlic dis 
trict nltorncy for the district wherein the said 
application is made, together with copies of all 
the papers on w hich such application shall be 
made. And so much of th« said recited acts, or 
eithcrof them, as is inconsistent hercwitli, or 
is hereby altered or supplied, be, and the lamc 
hereby is repealed

NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC CONVEN- 
TION. 

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE U. STATES. 

[concluded FRO.M LAST WEEK.] 

The limits of an address will not permit an 
enumeration of the instances, since the memora- 
ble one above named, in which the aristocratic 
party has attempted to defeat the popular will 
by kindred efforts. Sufficient for our present 
purpose it will be to refer to passages in the his- 
tory of the elections of the people in the patri- 
otic States of Pennsylvania and New Jersey, of 
recent date, and yet but partially developed to 
the astonished view of our young country. — 
Thej? sufficiently show that the principle which 
gave rise to tho contest between Jefferson and 
Burr yet exists, is still in active exercise, and is 
one of tho strong dependencies for success of 
the modern Whig party. 

Weare not alarmists. The cause of Democ- 
racy has nothing to gain from representations 
of imaginary bor.efits to he derived from the ac- 
tion of Government, or to lose from similar re- 
presentations of sufferings, equally imaginary, 
to flow from the same source. The people are, 
ill effect, the Government of our country; tlicy 
are its sovereign, and their will is its law.— 
'V hen we appeal to them, we do so under a deep 
conviction of these truths, and an equally deep 
conciousnoss that wc appeal to rational, intel- 
ligent, patriotic men; possessing judgment to 
discriminate between truth and falsehood; firm- 
ness to pursue (he course of principle, unswayed 
by prejudice, or passion, or interest, and inlcg 
rity to defend and pres- rvc those constitutional 
rights upon which their lasting prosperity so 
safely reposes. 

To that people we now appeal, and, standing 
among them, desirous to submit our acts to their 
calm reflection and judgment, we entreat them 
to look well to their rights and interests; to 
guard the elective franchise us the sheet-anchor 
of their liberties; to protect themselves from im- 
position and falsehood, and, as necessary to this 
great object, from hasty and undue excitements, 
artificially stimulated, and attempted to be sup- 
ported by the power of money* not the force of 
truth. VVe also entreat them to look to the con- 
duct of their representative servants, und see 
whether, in the discharge of their high duties, 
insidious approaches may not be gradually mak- 
ing, if not upon the freedom of popular elections, 
at least upon their efficiency as the hrst consti- 
tutional step, under our systems, State and 
National, in carrying into execution the popular 
will. 

Tlip course of the Opposition in Congress 
calls for the most serious consideration of the 
people. ( harged, as that body is, with the gu -r- 
diansliip of tho great interests of tiie country, 
the public have aright to expect that those who 
compose it will devnl'e themselves with undivid- 
ed attention and unrciniltcd zeal to the execu- 
tion of that high and responsible trust. In w hat 
manner this just expectation has been fulfilled, 
will be seen in the history of the present and 
(he three preceding sessions. Its proper delib- 
erations have been perpetually disturbed by dis 
cussions having no relation to the subject mat- 
ters of leginlation before it, producing inter- 
minable delays in the transaction of the public 
business, and embarrassing and postponing or 
dinary and indis^pensuble measures, essential to 
(lie common defence and general welfare, and 
clearly dcmanihd by llie e.xpresscd w ishes of the 
people. Nor are these the worst features in this 
picture of do>>C'neratc legislation, ('oiitrovcrrics 
of a personal character have more than once 
usurped tlic place of calm re-tsoning and fair 
debate, marked in their progress by angry re- 
crimination, and sometimes terminating in acts 
of violence; thus converting a I lall, which should 
be dedii ated to the sacred purposes oi legisla- 
tion, to (he protection of the rights of tlie peo- 
ple and tho preservation of the public honor, 
irto a theatre for tho exhibition of vindictive 
passions 

'l'h«? brief review which we have given of the 
conduct of tho Opposition in Congress, is in per- 
fect accordance w ilh the course of the Federal 
party during our second war of independence. 
'I'hcy propose no measures, though professing an 
earnest desire to relieve the country from pre 
vuilmgcmb.'irrassinents. I hey have f^tcudily re- 
sisted every clTort of tho Administration to car- 
ry into execution the fdan which it has propo<cd 
for separating the fiscal operations of the Gov- 
ernment from incor. orated institutions, and 
w hich has a direct tendeiic\ to restrain that dan- 
gerous banking power which, by their agency, 
and under the influence of their counsels, liad 
grown ujittlmost to an equality wiih the Govern- 
ment itself. 'Flius have the constituted author- 
ities of the land been left powerless us (o the con 
trol of the iiionov of the people, ai d the punish- 
ment of defaulters, who have violated the trusts 
confided to their hands. 1 hey have changed 
the Democratic parly with wasteful cxirava- 
gance, because the expenditures under this, und 
the preceding Administration, have been ncccs- 
sarily increased by a removal of the Indians 
from w ithin our settled borders, a mc.isurc alike 
wise and essential (o the safety of our citizens, 
and distinguished by the most paternal clemency 
to the unfortunate savage. I hey have founded 
a similar accusation upon the exertions of the 
(vovermnent to arrest (he burnings, the toma- 
hawk, und the scalping knife, w liich liave cover- 
ed Florida with blood and desolation. They 
have Buperadded to all this, attempts to obstruct 
the regular course of legislation, by technical 
objections and motions, und by every stratagem 
which parliamentary forms would permit, and 
the most fertiie ingenuity could invent. By this 
course of conduct, tli iy have so impaired the 
the high dignity and bearing of tho great re- 
presentative body of the people, as to excite the 
most serious apprehensions in the bosom of every 
lover of order, and of every friend of his coun- 
try, as to its moral consequences, and its ten- 
dency to lessen tho conlidcDce of the world in 
our free institutions. 

It was to have been expected that, in nomina- 
ting a candidate for the Presidency, the Whig 
parly would select some individual whose polit- 
ical principles, so far as they have been disclosed 
in his public acts and declarations, are in accor- 
dance with their own. 'Phis expectation has been 
fulfilled, in the nomination of General William 
Henry Harrison by the Harrisburg Convention. 
He may be justly regarded as a true exponent 
of the political doctrines of the party which 
have put him forward as their leader and repre- 
sentative. Before the contest between Thoinas 
Jefferson and the elder Adams, in 1798, he had 
been already in public life; and upon the separa- 
tion of parties on the leading political questions 
of that day, he became a supporter of the latter. 
From that time to the present, nothing has ap- 
peared in bis public acts evincing any change of 
opinion on his part in respect either to the ques- 
tions referred to, or to others which have grown 
out of subsequent divisions upon measures in- 
volving great principles of government and pol- 
icy. Indeed, those who now lake upon th»’in- 
selves tospeak'f »r him authoritatively, end to be 
expounders of his principles, have publicly de- 
clared that on all the exciting questions wliich 
formerly agitated, and still agitate, the public 
mind, his opinions remain ^'unchanged.** 

We may. therefore, justly appeal to his former 
course and opinions as the criterion by which he 
is now to be judged. He stands confessed as a 
supporter of the most obnoxious Federalist mca- 
surcs-^thc alien and sedition laws, and the stand- 



ing array of the elder Adams; the high-toned 
doctrines of the younger, and the administrations 
of both. From both he received confidence and 
favor, und from both public office. If other 
proof of his Federalism be necessary, it will be 
found in the position he now' occupies as the sole 
candidate of the modern Whig party for the 
highest office in the gift of the people. 

Relying, as w e do, for the success of our cause, 
upon the great principles of constitutional right 
and popular liberty, wo do not feel called on to 
make a direct issue with the supporters nf Gen. 
Harrison, on the question of his claims to the 
title of a Hero. Wo cannot, how'ever, but re- 
member the expressed apprehen.sions of the par- 
ly that support him, uttered by their great leid- 
cr a few years since, that the elevation of a Mil- 
itary Chieftain to the Presidency would bo of 
more fatal tendency than “war, pestilence, and 
famine.” It is true, we might question his claim 
to a place in history as a great military leader; 
and on this issue we might call for the universal 
judgment of his country. Acts should speak 
for themselves, and most especially military ox> 
ploits; Sind the General who requires from his 
subalterns their written testimonials to prove 
the wisdom of his his conduct, the fact of his 
presence in danger, or the value of iiis services 
to his country, can scarcely aspire to the dignity 
of a Hero. Arc w'e mistaken in the fact that 
doubts and questions surround the military rep- 
utation of General Harrison? Did lliey not ex- 
ist even in his camp and among his most bravo 
and efficient officers? Did they not reach the 
Congress of the United States, und, at a lime 
when the trannaclions were recent, and the 
means of inlorination full, induce the Senate to 
refuse to him those honors w hich w ere unani- 
mously awarded to others with whom his name 
was associated? Did lie not leave the military 
service of his country at the most cloomy p. rioil 
of a de.sperate war, thus making his own act, and 
the time chosen for it, a conHrmalion of these 
doubts and questions? To Genera! Harrison we 
would render strict and impartial justice, and 
we propound these inquiries because (he history 
ot the times not only suggests them, but furn- 
ishes a positive and affirmative answer to each. 
Will his friends repl^ that we are proving their 
candidate not to be a military chicflam? Bo it 
so. Their inconsistency in claiming for him 
that character as a merit and a qualification for 
the Presidency, is not the less apparent, if they 
siiall be found to admit that the claim has no 
foundation in fact and history. 

Beyond this single claim to the support of a 
free people, as disiinctive of the Federal c.mdi- 
dale for tli3 Presidency, W'c are unable to speak 
from any ground as yet assumed by himself or 
his friends. In reference to his pniiciplcs, opin 
ious, and acts, beyond Ills mili(iiry chieUainshtp, 
there i.s an organized silence, as studied as it is 
singular. The country has been told, as it would 
seem by authority, that he is to write no more 
“for tlie public eye,” until after the PresMciitial 
election, and his supporters very carefully fol- 
low this example of their selected leader. His 
public liistory is certainly not a history of civic 
(riiimphs, nor has a life spent in public employ- 
ments, mostly civil, presented him as the author 
of measures, or even as u Icuding supporicr of 
the measures of others, essentially connected 
with the principles of our Government, nr with 
the interests of our people. Wc arc compelled, 
therefore, to dismiss (*cnrral Harrison; and, be- 
yond what wc have already said, to follow tl'C 
cxuinple he has set and his friends sanctioned, to 
-ay nothinvr, because, as w'e are forced to pre- 
sume, nothing is to be sai I. Wc leave him, 
therefore, with his Federalism established be- 
yond question, and w ith his questionable claim 
to a military reputation. 

Once more, we repeat, we are not alarmists; 
but our duty to the Democracy we arc here to 
represent, woul I be ill discharged, did wc not 
call their serious attention to the desperate ef- 
forts which their opponents are every where 
making to carry the approaching election, and 
to gain possession of the General Government. 
If they were to succeed in the accomplishment 
of their object, and thus be enabled to carry in- 
to execution their schemes of policy — those es- 
pecially which relate to the management of the 
public finances by the agency of a great money- 
ed institution — there is danger that our Republic 
can institutions, though they might preserve 
their form, would not lonr retain tlieir purity, 
their simplicity, or their strength. But our con- 
fidence in the discrimination and patriotism of 
the people is unshaken; and wo confidently trust 
and believe that they will not only sec tho com- 
ing danger, but Wial they will meet it with all 
the necessary measures of precaution. 

The liistory of all Republics is replete w ith in 
struclive lessons to every American citizen — 
lessons peculiarly applicub’eto a Government 
like ours, formed by an union ol independent 
iSta'cs. 

One, and perhaps the most important of all 
these lessons, is the constant danger of a foreign 
influence, exerted through the power of money. 
I he approaches of this influence have been grad- 
ual and imperceptible, until within the last few 
years; within which the |.rogrcss has been rapid, 
and the diffiusion almost universal. The ordtna 
ry operations of trade between commercial 
countric.* are reciprocal and salutary. Enabling 
each to c.\cha> ge the commodities of which 
it has a surplus, for others which it wants, the 
industry, the convenience, and the comforts of 
all arc promoted, the wealth of all, both individ- 
ual and national, increu.scd, a healthful and use- 
ful intercourse secured, and harmony of feeling 
produced, without any necessary sense of de- 
pendence. If, however, the reciprocal relations 
of trade be changed for the relations of borrow- 
er and lender; if one country, or its citizens, be- 
come borroHcra from another country, or its 
citizens, for purposes not commercial, the con- 
sequences are wholly ditferent, and the truth, 
that “the borrower is servant to the lender” of 
money, will he found to have its upplicution as 
•strongly, and much more dangerously, than 
when that dependent relation exists betw een cit- 
izen and citizen of the same country. 

We nre not to be understood ns condemning, 
in all cases, loans between country and country, 
or between the citizens of different countries. — 
The demands (arising from a stale of war, and 
perhaps other great exigencies, frequently ren- 
der such loans, by a nat on, indispensable, while 
the transactions of commerce are constantly 
creating credits between commercial men of all 
countries. In tlie first cla.«s of cases, the war 
must be prosecuted, or the other great national 
exigency met, and the relation of debtor endur- 
ed, until returning peace, or renewed prosperity 
shall have w iped out the debt. In the second, 
the operations of commerce are anticipated, and 
ordinarily depended upon with safety to balance 
the accounts, and terminate (he unpleasant re- 
lation. To no tran.*<action6 of these cliisscsare 
any of our subsequent remarks intended to be 
applied . 

A very different description of foreign loans 
and foreign debts have become common in our 
country, and to these it is our wish to draw the 
public attention. VVe refer to loans made l»y 
hankiiig institutions, cither to relieve themselves 
from embarrassment caused by improvident ex- 
pansions in banking, or to enable them to extend 
their operations beyond (he limit intended by 
those who granted their charters; by companies 
and associations, to enable them to monopolize 
an entire branch of internal trade, or to embark 
in some enterprize of questionable productive 



ness, and by the States of the Union, without 
the provision, by taxation or otherwise, of a sale 
and certain fund to meet the interest upon their 
loans. 

VVe think we are not mistaken in the assump- 
tion that all the early State loans were sought in 
our own market and from our own countrymen. 
VVe believe, also, that one of the first acts of the 
borrowing State was to establish and set apart 
a fund to meet (he payments of interest upon 
the money borrowed. This safe policy prevail- 
ed f>r a series of years, and until deleterious ex- 
amples, proceeding not from the States of the 
Union, but from incorporations, the creations of 
the State and Federal Governments, produced 
the change, the consequences of which we con- 
sider so fearful and alarming. 

The Bank of the United States was the first to 
make the standard of its credit in London the 
measure of its business in the United States. — 
Other leading State institutions followed this 
practice of cvi! tendency, and none of the in- 
corporations which once adopted (his standard, 
failed to make their interests conform to it — 
Thus a change in the value of money in foreign 
countries would become the measure of bank 
expaiisicnsand contractions in the United States, 
so far as the business of the Bank of the United 
States, and of many of the larger State banking 
institutioDs. were concerned. 

A long period of general peace, and of great 
prosperity in all tho branches of trade and in 
dijstry, rendered expan-^ions, graduated by this 
standard, much more prevalent than contrac- 
tions; and thus, from the known excessive pro- 
fits of banking in (his country, engendered an 
appetite for the muliiplication of bank charters, 
before unknown to us. Hence the number of 
banks in tie country was at least doubled in the 
course of ioine three or four years, and the bank- 
ing capthl was enlarged in a still greater pro- 
portion. 

I his muliiplication of banks and banking capital 
in so short a period, could not fail to produce a 
proportionate expansion of our paper circulation. 
Such wai the effect, with (he further conse- 
quences of increased prices of property, and an 
almost uiivcrsal passion for speculation. The 
multiplier, banks found customers, because al- 
most the entire community w’ero stimulated to 
become borrowers, and the great mas.s borrow- 
ed, not to expend the avails of their loans in aid 
of productive industry, but to purchase today, 
for a high price, property which it was believed 
some other borrow er w ould purchase (o morrow 
at a still higher. In a processor this sort, em- 
ploying hundreds of millions of credit, in the 
shape of bank paper and bank discounts, the a- 
mount of interest annually accruing in favor nf 
the banks was enormous, w hile (he property up- 
on which the money was expended was actually 
producing nothing. 

Influences of tiiis powerful character, commu- 
nicated to the great body of the citizens of our 
coimtry', could not failed tube felt in the Legis- 
latures of the States of the Union. They felt ihc 
impulsion, and acted under it. l>arge loans 
were proposed, and it soon appeared that the in* 
crease of banks, and other demands, had ab- 
soibedtoo much of the American capital to en- 
able them to find a ready or a cheap market in 
our own country. The markets of Europe were 
naturally sought, as not the Federal (>ovcrn- 
meat, and not tho Governments of (he .States 
alone, but local corporations in our commercial 
cities, liad there found such tt market for large 
loans upon thcir credit. For a tiuio the State 
stocks of all descriptions w*erc greedily taken; 
but, as in all cases of over tasked credit, tho sup- 
ply became more than equal to the demand, and 
tho market fell. The consequence was electric 
throughout our country, and the depressions wc 
now feel in commercial transanctions, in every 
branch of trade, in the prices of property, in 
our domestic industry, in the wages of labor, 
flow from these excessive uses of credit at home, 
and these attcm[^ts to overstock tho foreign mar- 
kets with our credits abroad. 

VVe are aware that these are plain suggestions; 
but can we be mistaken in placing them before 
our constituents, and asking their awakened at- 
tention to them, when we see (he mere bankers 
of London publishing to the American public u 
proposition that the United States shall become 
endorsers for the individual States, a surety for 
their engagements, as a condition, not simply to 
their obtaining further loins, but to tho favorable 
sale, in tho British markets, of their stocks and 
bonds, now rest ng there in pledge for advances 
of money? 

Such a proposition, as it seems to us, should 
startle the W’holc American people. It is a bold 
attempt, upon tho part of foreign bankers, to 
compel the Government of the United States a- 
gain to assume a fearful amount of debt, or to 
punish the States of the Union by a refusal of 
further loans, and a depression of their securi- 
ties now in the foreign market. 

Wchaveipokcn of the danger of a foreign in- 
fluence, pervading our country, and exerted 
Ijirough the power of money. Con wc have 
stronger evidence of (he existence of that in- 
fluence, and of the disposition to exert it, than 
we have already^ given? When foreign bankers 
call upon the Federal Government to endorse for 
the States of this Union, and threaten them with 
a suspension of their credit, in case that endorse- 
ment is not procured, can we measure the in- 
fluence which is exerted from the same quarter 
over private und corporate debtors in this coun- 
try? 

If, then, these influences of a foreign debt are 
an evil to bo dcpreca ted^ if our expansions of 
credit lit borne have been excessive, and require 
to bo checked; and if both are objects which call 
for the serious consideration and action of the 
people of the country, to which of the existing 
political parties are they to look for a remedial 
policy? 

'1 ho universal suspension of tho banks, in 
May, 1837, met Mr. Van Burenat the threshold 
of his administration, and from that moment to 
this he has been laboring assiduously to lay the 
foundation for a more stable basis for our cur- 
rency and business; a foundation equal and just 
to all, and resting upon the Constitution of the 
country. It has not been the object of his poli- 
cy, as is falsely alleged, to destroy credit, but to 
make credit safe and dependable; not to over- 
throw* the banking institutions of the country, 
but to separate them from (he management of 
tho public revenues; not to cripple commerce, 
but to give to commerce a standard of currency, 
so far as the action of the Federal Government 
can do it, which shall not disturb it by expan- 
sions and contractions dictated by private inter- 
ests and monopolizing cflbits; not to suspend 
trade, but to restore it to a healthful activity, 
and give it a sound and stable circulating medi- 
um to sustain it; not to depress tho wages of 
labor, but to afford the honest laborer full and 
constant employment at fair wages, and to se- 
cure to him the pay for liis sweat and his toil, in 
a currency upon which he may sleep quietly, 
without the fear of finding it droes in his pocket 
when he ri.-es in the morning. Such is our poli- 
cy, and that of the Administration which wo 
support. 

Of Gen. Harrison and his policy, upon all 
these important subjects, we have already de- 
clared we can say nothing. Silence, profound 
and unbroken, is tho order at present resting up- 
on him, and we have already expressed our ina- 
bility to raise the latch which closes the door 
upon his opinions. 

Of the favorite policy of his parly, however. 



we can speak; because in this ancient party,! 
dating its existence from the administration of 
the elder Adams, and never more apparently 
confident, since the time of his defeat, than at 
this moment, there hive been, and now are, open 
doors and unsealed lips. 

This party, then, would create a new National 
Bank, with the vain hope of still further expand- 
ing our present system of excessive credits. 
They would not only increase the State debts, 
but they would prosecute a system of internal 
improvements under the authority of this Gov- 
ernment, to be extended within and through the 
States at its pleasure. 'I'hey would take from 
the General Government some of its proper 
sources of revenue, at a time w'hen the National 
Treasury is driven to loans to supply the ordina- 
ry demands upon it, and would borrow money 
in Europe, or increase the taxes upon the peo- 
ple, or both, to carry out their plan of a more 
splendid administration. And, finally, they 
would deliver over again to the banks, State or 
National, all the revenues of the country, sub- 
ject to be used by them with the inevitable con- 
sequence of increasing bank expansions, until 
the appropriations of Congress should call for 
the money, and then to be the cause of, or the 
apology for, bank contractions, loan extent far 
beyond the amount of money involved. 

Before we dismiss this subject, wc cannot for- 
bear to refer to the well known fact, that large 
sums of money have, w'ithin a few years past, 
been expended upon elections, with a view to 
overrule and defeat the wishes of the people. 
These contributions are manifestly, from the 
evidences of their effects, so large in amount as 
to excite tho most painful suspicions as to the 
sources from which they are derived. Time 
will determine what ground there may be for 
such suspicions. But from whatever quarter 
these pecuniary aids may come, it is the duty of 
all w’ho value the independence of their country, 
who would exclude foreign interference, under 
any form, from our elections and our councils, 
and who regard the purity of the elective fran- 
chise as the best safeguard of our free institu- 
tions, to meet the crisis w*ith unslumbcring vigi- 
lance, and with the determination to expose and 
frustrate all attempts to control political re- 
sults by any other influences than those of rea- 
son and argument. 

But our opponents do not alone depend fur 
their anticipated triumph over the Democratic 
party on the influences to which we have refer- 
red. 1 hey have enlisted the fanaticism of the 
old and (he new world in their cause. 'I'hcy are 
associated with one of the most dangerous poli- 
tical sects that has evtr been arrayed against the 
sacred union of the States, which tlie father of 
his country, in ills )a»t address to his children, 
thus solemnly commends to their care: 

“It is (lie says) of infinite moment tlial you 
should properly estimate the immense value of 
your national union to your collective and indi- 
vidual happiness; that you should cherish a cor- 
dial, habitual, and iinniovable attachment to it, 
accustoming yourselves (o think and speak of it 
as of the palladium of your political safety and 
prosperity; w.iiching for its preservation Aith 
jealous anxiety; discountenancing whatever may 
suggest a suspicion that it can in any event be 
abandoned; and indignantly frow ning upon any 
attempt to alienate any portion of our country 
from the rest, or to enfeeble tho sacred lies 
which now link together the various parts.” 

Such arc the parting words of me great and 
good Washington! Tiie Federal Whigs pretend 
to cherish his principles, and to be governed by 
his admonitions und example. Vet they have, 
at this very lime, made common cause with the 
Abolitionists — u political sect, whose objects and 
measures have a direct tendency to dissolve that 
Union which ho to earnestly and pathetically 
recommends; whose oigans have denounced the 
wriilcn compact on which it rests, as containing 
principlesat war witli (lie rights of men and thr 
laws of God; who liave openly declared that they 
prefer emancipation without union, to union 
without emancipation; who have, by calumny 
and misrepresentation, contributed to render one 
portion ol our fellow citizens odious to tiie other; 
to fosier sectional interests, and excite sectional 
feelings; to rhungc brotherly love into antipathy; 
and who, if we may credit the declarations 
w hich some of them have made, would willingly 
see the political fabric uprooted from its deepest 
foundations, provided their favorite system of 
measures could be built upon its ruins. 

I hc social duties, the rights of property, the 
charities of life, the domestic relations, arc 
all disturbed by the conduct of this misguid- 
ed sect, andii it were possible that their influ 
cnce could so far prevail, us to produce an inter 
fercnce on the part of the National Legislature, 
with the institutions of individual States, these 
great interests would become a sacrifice to a 
wild, visionary, and impracticable, if not a de- 
signing scheme of pretended philanthropy. In 
the prosecution of this scheme, portions of our 
fellow-citizens have been denounced as robbers 
and man stealers; foreign emissaries have been 
encouraged to travel through the country, utter- 
ing and disseminating atrocious misrepresenta- 
tions and inflammatory harrangues, calculated 
to excite servile insurrcc(ion, and intestine wnr; 
and money has been solicited and procured ol 
enthusiasts in other countries and expended 
here, in scattering the lircbrands of discord and 
disunion tlirougl.out ihc land. Those who sec 
these results, and per.sist in the mcarures which 
liave produced them, w ill not be deterred by the 
sketch we have drawn; but if there be among 
them others, whose attention has been turned 
away by e.xaggerated and exciting representa- 
tions, from the great principles of forbearence, 
mutual concession, and comproiniec, upon which 
the Union w’as founded, and by the sacred pre- 
servation of which alone it can be upheld, wc 
appeal to all such to say whether a connection, 
which impeaches their judgment, their patriot- 
ism, their justice, and their devotion to our Re- 
publican institutions, should not be renounced 
at once and forever. 

The limits of an address will not permit us to 
extend our remarks, though the field is broad, 
and the harvest could not fail to be rich. We 
must, therefore, leave the decision of the great 
issues we have raised to the sovereign people of 
our belov ed country, and to the intelligence, hon- 
esty and patriotism of our fellovv-cilizens; not 
under the belief that we have sufficiently discuss- 
ed those issues, but in the hope that wo have 
said enough to awaken their attention to them. 

Our principles and objects have been avow- 
ed. The purity and freedom of tho elective 
franchise; the exemption of our couotiy from a 
dangerous foreign influence, and the preservation 
of our Union against the unconstitutional and 
fanatical spirit of Abolitionism, are the great 
points in the pending contest, and we proclaim 
them to our countrymen as matters of vital in- 
terpst to our free institutions. 

The candidate we present as the exponent of 
our principles has been tried. His views upon 
all these questions are distin tly known, and 
have been severely tested. As to him, therefore, 
the people may act with confidence and cer- 
tainty. 

Not so with our busy and confidentoppononts, 
and ihfir candidate. hen assembled, as we 
are, in National Convention, “their policy’* dic- 
tated that they should make to the country no 
dcclar»lion of principles; and since that time, an 
E.xecutive Committee has taken possession of 
(heir candidate, not to declare his principles and 
opinions to the country, hut to proclaim to a 



nation of freemen that those principles and 
opinions shall not be declared, “for the public 
eye,** until after the election. 

Freemen of the United States, choose between 
these parties and these candidates! The decis- 
ion is yours, and the stake is yours ! 

Confiding in the intelligence and republican 
spirit of our countrymen, we do not doubt of 
success in the important contest which is now 
pending.

GREAT FRESHET. 

The rains which have fallen in the early 
part of this week up to Wednesday morn- 
ing, have produced the greatest rise in tho 
Savanah, which has occurred since the cel- 
ebrated Yazoo fresh in 170C, and those of 
our citizens wto saw that, say tho body of 
water is much greater than at that time. 
The damage produced on plantations both 
above and lielow the city, will be immense, 
and the destruction of property incalcula- 
ble. The growing crops have no doubt 
been entirely destroyed. 

The damage done in this city cannot be 
ascertained for some days, the amount of 
property destroyed is already known lobe 
very considerable. A considerable portion 
of the upper bridge lias been carried away, 
and it is supposed that all the upper wharves 
have been entirely destroyed. Our city is 
now an island, and the water on the back 
commons is from two to six hundred yards 
wide, cutting off all communication with 
the adjacent country in every direction. 'I’o 
give our readers at a distance some idea of 
tho extent of the freshet, a six oared boat 
can pass without difficulty through Broad- 
street from Bennoch’s old Corner up to the 
extreme end of the city, and how far be- 
yond we know not; and from the Globe Ho- 
tel up Broad street, is almost a continuous 
lake of water. 

In short, there is scarce a street in the 
city that the water is not now, (eight o’clock 
P. M.) passsing through, and the river is 
still rising at the rate of four to six inches 
an hour, and should it continue to rise in 
the same ratio for four or six hours longer, 
the whole city will be inundated. The low- 
er bridge has withstood the force of the 
current, and is still standing at the time wo 
write, though serious fears arc entertained 
for its safety. Many of our citizens have 
been driven from their dwellings, and in 
some of the houses the water is several feet 
deep. 

Great as is the destruction of propertv in 
this city, we apprehend it is much greater 
in proportion, in our neighboring town of 
Hamburg, and we have no doubt the dis- 
tress among the citizens is infinitely greater. 
For from what wo could see of the town 
from the bridge, we do not suppose there is 
two acres of dry land in the place. 

The River at dark had risen thirty-five 
feet above low water mark. 

The Charleston Courier of Friday con- 
tains an account of a severe freshet of the 
Savannah river ihat has submerged the town 
of Hamburg, carrrying away bridges, &c. 
Horses, cattle, cotton, were lloating in eve- 
ry direction. 'I’he effects of the overflow 
on tlie rice plantations on the Savannah are 
locked for with intense interest, as it is fear- 
ed that many negroes with ttieir huts would 
be washed away .

FRO.M FLORIDA. 

The steamer \V. Gaston Capt. Poinsett, 
arrived from the South on Wednesday last. 
By her we learn that a party of Indians, on 
an island near Cape Sable, attacked the boats 
of Capt. McLaughlin, while reconnoitering. 
There was a good deal of firing but no 
lives lost. An expedition of 45 sailors and 
soldiers started from Fort Lauderdale to ex- 
amine the country. They proceeded into a 
part of the Paihaiokce, suffering greatly 
from want of water — but found no Indians. 
One of the blood hounds which accompan- 
ied died from fatigue. 

There was a heavy blow experienced 
South, during the week, prostrating trees 
and doing other violence. 

It affords us great pleasure to announce, 
that Capt. Rains, 7th Infantry, lately so se- 
verely wounded in his gallant action witli 
the Indians, is still alive, and that hopes are 
entertained of his recovery. 

Lieut. Col. W. S. Harney, 2d Dragoons, 
arrived here on Wednesday lastin tlie steam- 
er Wm. Gaston, from the South. His re- 
sidence in Cuba, whiihcr ho had been for 
some months in consequence of impaired 
healih, has been s.giially beneficial; and the 
gallant Colonel looks ns fresh and vigour- 
ous, as on his first arrival in Florida. He 
will assume his regimental duties. 

Lieut. McLaughlin, in command of the 
Naval forces operating South against the 
enemy, has gone to Pensacola. Lieut. Mc- 
Laughlin is 111 bad health. 

By order of Gen. Macomb the Head 
Quarters of the Army will be St. Augustine.

Dear Sir — On yesterday, the commence 
menl of our Juno Circuit Court, General 
Combs came fioin Lexington to this place 
to enlighten the people of the county ui>on 
the subject of Gen. llarrison’s military ca- 
reer. But if he had not informed us that 
his object was to dolend Harrison, and pre- 
sent his claims to the people for the Presi- 
dency, we should have been irresistibly led 
to the conclusion that Gen. Combs himself 
was the subject of the eulogy — for it was I 
did this, and / did something else, and / 
braved such a danger, and I achieved such 
an object — and, indeed, so much did he 
seem to be in love with himself and his 
own fame, that Harrison appeared but a 
secondary character. It is, however, par- 
ticularly fortunate for Gen. Combs’ military 
fame that Harrison is a candiilate for the 
Presidency, as it afl’ords him (Combs) an 
opportunity to become his own trumpeter, 
and to publish to the world his own deeds 
of valor and noble daring — a subject upon 
which hisiory is, ami forever must be, silent. 

You may imagine the consternation and 
dismay of the General, when Capt. Henry 
Daniel rose to reply. Though much indis 
posed, he never made a happier eftbrt, or 
gained a more complete victory over an 
adversary. He opened the great volume 
of our political histoiy and spread it before 
the people; and, in his presentation of ficts 
and illustration of (iriiiciples, the frequent 
bursts of applause, long continued, told the 
conviction and efl'ect which his reply car- 
ried home to the understanding of the as- 
sembly.

Naval General Oui>i;r. — The Piesi- 
dent of the United Slati-s helieving lhai 
greater Ibriiiahty in the iiilbclioii of such 
corporal piiiiislmients as arc aiilhorizcd tiy 
l.iw may be adop.cd in the ii.-ivy willi bene- 
ficial consi qneiices, directs that no such 
punishmeiil shall be iiilla ted on any peisoii 
in the service without sentence ol a court 
martial, when that is required by la w, or 
the written orde-rs of the captain, or com 
manding officer of the vessel, or coiiimniid- 
ant of the navy yard to which he is aitacli 
ed, where the authority to cause it to he iii- 
llicied rests in the diserelioii of the com- 
inaiiding olficer, spi cifyiiig the offence, oi 
offences, and the extent of the pnnishiiieiil 
to be inllicled; which older shall be read, 
and the pnnisliinent inllicled in tin- presence 
of the officers and seamen belonging to 
the vessel or navy yard. 

All such orders for punishment shall be 
enter.'-d on the log book, and a qaarterly 
return made to the Secretary of the Navy, 
st.-iting the names of the persons punished, 
their offences, and llie extent ot punish- 
ment inflicted; together with such explaua- 
lions orremaiks as the comm iiidiiig offi er 
mav deem necessary to a proper unJcrstaiid- 
iiigof the case. 

The President also directs that the law 
authorising the enlisimeiit ol seamen and

LATER FRO.M FRANCE. 

"The packet ship Burgundy, at New 
York from Havie, brings accounts to tho 
1st May. All extra from the Herald office 
furnishes the following ilems of inlelligence. 

The most iiiipoi taut feature of this news 
is the strong probability of a renewal of 
war in the East. 'The Pacha of Egypt has 
concentrated a vast army in Syria, and from 
appearances we should nut be surprised to 
sec a blow struck ,-oon. 

1 he Chamber of Deputies was busy dis- 
cussing the provisions of a now Salt Bill. 

1 he Chamber then proceeded to the Hay- 
lian Indemnity Bill, but did not do any 
thing. 

The French can paign in Africa was to 
be reopened. The troops were marching to 
Blidah. 

England and Naples are still quarrelling 
about the Sulphur trade. 

Napi.ks — The Sud of Marseilles con- 
finns the commencement of hostilities be- 
tween England and Naples, 'i'he Bcllero- 
phon, Jas nr, and Hydra, it is says, were 
already in the Bay of .Naples, giving chase 
to every vessel under the Neapolitan flag. 
'The iMaria Christina (and not tlie .Maria An- 
loinetle) had been chased, hut alierwards 
released. S. veral Neapolitan ships had been 
already captured, for the Hydra had on board 
many sailors of that nation. 

The East — correspondent at Constan- 
tinople w-iles on tlie Hill inst., one day later 
than onr Iasi advices, tlnl a stoamerhad arri- 
ved from /tlexaiidri-i, liriuging the intelli- 
gence of the rommand of I he join I fleet having 
been given lo the Captain Pacha, a circum- 
stance which had caused iho greatest irtita- 
lion among the members of the Ottoman 
Government. Col. Hodges is staled lo have 
written by the same conveyance lo Lord 
Poiisoiiby ta say that the olMtinacy of Me- 
hemet Ali was extreme, and that il was use- 
less for him in his consular capacity to give 
any permits of departure for the officers of 
ihe 'Turkish fleet. Advices from Alexan- 
dria, brouglit by the same boat to the 'Furk- 
ish capital, say that Mehemct Ali and Col. 
Hodges had had an extremely angry alter- 
ation on the subject of vessels from the 
Ionian Islands interfering with Egyptian 
vessels rent ofl’thc .Albanian Coast. 'This 
refers to an aflair which our readers will 
readily remember. 'The Viceroy had threat- 
ened lo revolutionize all .-Ylbania and Asia 
•Minor; and Hodges, on the other hand, had 
said, that if he remained so ohsTuiale Eng- 
land would pulverise him before three 
monihs should bo passed away. Some oth- 
er consuls, who had an interview with the 
Y'iceroy immediately after Colonel Hodges 
had left, found it very difficult to pacify him. 

'The “Sud” of Marseilles has the follow- 
ing from Beyrulh, of the 27th nit : — “War 
is imminent, if we are to judge fiom the pre- 
parations at every point of the coast, as 
well as at this place. Ibraham Pacha is still 
at Marasch. The garrison of Acre already 
reckons 8000 men; the lOtli and 30lli rogi 
ments of infantry have entered il with 1000 
regular artillery men, and 1000 iricgiilars. 
Very lately ninety five 36 poumlcr.--’, and 117 
other pieces of artillery taken at Nezih, 
have been si iil into this fortress.” 

'The Alexandrian correspondent of the 
Co rier de Lyon ('slimates the l'?gyptian 
forces now in Syria at 80,000 men, and 
those in Egypt at -lO.OOO — Besides these, 
it states, 25,000 sailors arc on the coast who 
have been trained as infantry, and about 
20,000 N.alioiial Guards. 

Cin.N'A AND iMitA. — "Oitr Correspondent 
at Alexandria,” siys the Smyrna Journal,

TOBACCO — The Jnhtiul route . — Tiio 
Pliiladelpliia U. S. (i: zaltc alludes to the ar- 
rival of Western tobacco at that market by 
the way of the Pennsylvania improvements, 
'J’he Gazetteadds, in reference to this mode 
of transportation, that tobacco sent by the 
inland route, “has a decided advantage over 
that sent via New Orleans, inasmuch as 
the sea-borne tobacco is apt to become 
Itigh, or moist — not so much from the water, 
as from the swealing'which it would under 
go in the ship’s hold — wliilo the tobacco 
brought down by the State impiovements 
becomes dryer aiad better. We believe that 
the ditference lo the tobacco by these two 
modes of reaicbing the m irket may be fairly 
setdown at one dollar per hogshead in favor 
of inland conveyance.” 

'I’lie far t is, no doubt, of considerable im- 
potlance, and, as such, it is worthy the con 
sidcration of tobacco growers, in Kentucky, 
Obi'), Tennessee and other Wi stern States. 
We presume that the inland route to the 
East possesses other advantages, inasmuch 
as several shipments of tobacco and cotton 
have been made from Nashville for Pitt.s- 
burg and thence to the .\tlantic cities. Of 
these, howpver, the Western producers will 
themselves judge, so sooti as a fair trial has 
been made of the new route.

kiwa. Upwards of one thousand troops will 
have concentrated ;it Fort King by the 2'Jd 
under command of Col 'I'wiggs; and if the 
sanguine desire, atid active zetil displayed 
by all ranks, wottld warrant a fivorable is- 
sue, never, at any period, did a body of men 
more fully promise the accomplishment of 
the desired object. 

There is but one fear to be entertained, 
and that is, the advanced state of the s'-a- 
son. Should the troops, however, not e.\- 
perience a more unhealthy summer than 
the preceding year, all may be brought to 
a favorable conclusion.

A SUPPOSED CASE. 

Suppose a number of persons should ap- 
ply to Congress for a charter, which woulu 
empower them to change the standard of 
weighls and measures throughout the coun- 
try, whenever they pleased — in other words 
to rr^uliile the quanlily that should make a 
bushel or the weight that should make a 
pound, just us they pleased, it is granted;

Not the people — for they are 
not permitted even lo know wha' the Bank- 
ers arc about. Not Congress — for the char- 
ter is a coiitrac:. Not the President— for 
he, like the pi.mple, h.as no part in the inan- 
•igoinent of a Bank. Then it results that 
this power to control the currency, and 
through it, to control the value of every 
man s labor, produce and properly — is itself 
uncontrolled nnd unchecked by any tliiim 
but the avarice or cajrrice of those who 
wield it. Those who wield it, always have 

been and always would be federalists 

lienee it is a favorite engine of power witl> 
that pu'ty.

‘■I acknowledged ibe rec. ipt of your lei 
ter,” be onseive.d, “.mil »:.s determined to 
It ive the signals made on hoard, and to try 
Ihe experiment, none of my olliccrs under- 
standmg for what purjmse they vvere inten- 
ded. 1 cruised sometime wiilioul meeting 
ill! enemy, until one afieniooii we fell m 
with a schooner, some six or eight miles to 
wiiulward of us. We hoisted the Br tisli 
ensign, which slie answered by displaying 
anot.ier, and at the s;ime tune a signal al her 
main topgallant III St head, wliieh I imme- 
dialely diseovered was like one ol those y. u 
laid given me. From llie li.sl of lingbsh 
(r g iles. I selecled llie nuinber of the 8e i 
Horse, one of llieir largest class, and known 
to bo on our coast, and hoisted it. She 
bore down at once and came under oiir 
stern; 1 ordered lier to heave to, and I would 
send a boat on board her. 

This order was obeyed, nnd 1 despatched 
a lieutenant to bring Iter signal book;en- 
joining on him nnd the crew, the strictest 
seere v respecting oiir cliaracler. He was 
politely received by the captain, whose 
scliooner hap] cnod to be Ibe Higitllycr. 
Our lieutenant’s coat attracted his attention, 
not being of Ihe latest London fashion, nl- 
ihoiigli llic crown and anchor was on tlie 
button; but casting liis eyes on the frigate, 
seeing the British ensign, and now and then 



a red coat of a imrine appearing above the 
hammock netting, liis mind was apparently 
sot at rest. 

‘■'I'ho lieutenant informed him tliat he 
w.'s rc(|uestcd lo bring liis signal hook on 
board the Sea Horse,’ in order to have some 
alterations made, as there was a rumor that 
tlie \ ankees had possession of something 
1 ke liio signals, and it was therefore neces- 
sary to change the numbers! This ruse 
liad the desired elTecI, and our lieutenant 
returned with the hook, which placed mein 
llic command of the whole correspondence 
of the British Navy. I then sent Ihe gig 
for the captain requesting liiin lo conio on 
bo.ird, and bring any despatches he might 
have in charge. 

“On reaching our deck, beseemed sur- 
prised at the size of the vessel, praised her 
cleanlines?, nnd the order in which every 
tiling appeared; admired the new red coats 
of the imrines, nnd on being invited into 
Ihe cabin, handed me a bundle of despatches 
for .Admiral Warren, who, he observed, must 
he within forty mile.s to leeward. I order- 
ed retreshinenis, and in company with sever- 
al of my officers, we entered into general 
conversation. 

“I asked him what object Admiral War- 
ren had in cruising in tliat neighborhood? 
He said, to intercept the American priva- 
teers and merchantmen, hut particularly to 
catch Commodore Rogers, who he under- 
stood, had command of the largest and 
fastest sailing frigate in the American navy! 
I inquired of him what kind of a man this 
Rogers was, and if ever he had seen him? 
He said no; hut lie had understood that he 
was an odd character, and very hard to 
catch. After convers-ing on .several other 
subjects I abruptly [iiit this question to him : 

‘•Sir, do you know what vessel you are 
on board of !’ 

‘•U by, yes, sir,” he replied, “on board his 
•Majesty’s ship. Sea Horse.” 

“ 1 hen, sir, you labor under a very great 
mistake. You are on board the United 
Slates’ frigate President, and I arn Commo- 
dore Rog rs, at your service.’ 

“ I'ho dying dolphin never assumed 
greater v'ariety ot colors than did this poor 
fellow’s face. “Sir,’ said he, ‘you are dis- 
posed lo be humorous, and must be jokino. 

I assured him it was no joke: and to satisfy 
him on that head, lianded him iny commis- 
sion. At the s line moment the hand struck 
up ‘Yankee Doodle,’ on our rjuarler deck 
on reachi g which he saw the America 
ensign flying, tlie red co:ils of the imrines 
turned blue, and the crown and anchor but- 
ton inetamorplu sed into the eagle. 

“ I Ills allair,’ ohsetved the commodore 
‘was of iimnciice importance lo our country. 
We obtained in full the British signals; the 
opumtions ol Admiral U'arren, by the non- 
receipt ol his desp.il.'hes, we:e destroyed 
for tlie season, and it probahlv saved the 
frigate, for Ihe course I was running, at the 
time of my filling in with the Iligliflyer, 
would liave hroiiglil me in the midst of his 
fleet during the night.”

Revolutions i.\ South Amehica. — The 
following is an extract from a letter recei 
ed in Boston, dated Panama, IsiJimus of 
Darien, April I;'), 18-10: 

“The Lexington pissed the Island of 
Panama tlie other day on her w.iy to the U 
States. 

“ The whole republic system of the SontI 
is in a revolt. Tiia mail arrived here a few 
houis ago, informing us that Central Ainer 
ica bad divided ilseli into five dilferent re 
publics. Lolivia Itad declared war ngain.s 
Peru, and Siiiiat ruz, al tlie head o( the 
Bolivian army, threatens to invade Peru im 
mediately.” 



The following auihontic account of the 
appearance, and the depositing of the body 
ot Washington in a marble coffin, we find 
in the May number of the Knickerbocker: 

“The coffin containing llie remains of 
Washington was in the extreme hack part of 
the vault; nnd to remove tlie case contain- 
ing the leaden receptacle it was found ne- 
cess.ary to put aside the coffins that were 
piled up between it and the doorway. Af- 
ter clearing a passage way, the case, which 
was much decayed, (and near which was 
found a silver breastplate, on which was en- 
graved Ihe date of his birth and death) was 
stripped ofT, and the lead of the lid was dis- 
covered to have sunk very considerably from 
head to foot; so much so, as to form a curv- 
ed line of from four to five inches in its 
whole length. This fractured part was 
turned over on the lower part of the lid, 
e.xjiosing to view a head and breast of large 
dimensions, which appeared, by the dim 
light of the candles, to have sulfercd but 
little from the clfecis of time. 'I'he eye 
sockets were large and deep, and the breadth 
ixeross the temples, together with Ihe fore- 
head, appeared of unusual size. The chest 
was broad, the color was dark, and had the 
apjiearance of dried flesh and skin adhering 
closely to the bones. — We saw no hair nor 
was there any ofl'eiisive odor from the body 
A hand was laid upon the head and instant- 
ly removed; the lead of the ltd was restored 
to its place; the body, raised by six men 
was carried and laid in the marble coffin, 
and the ponderous cover being put on, and 
set in cement, it was sealed from our sight 
on Saturday, the 7th day of October, 1837.” 

In a French work on the uncertainty of 
the signs of deal' I, and modes of burial, a 
fact is brought forward of a man now alive, 
who has been buried twice.
